■CriTEARTEIlTQ THE VILLAINS. 

riot to 2£urder a Jud.g:o Sofoatod. 

Dublin, Feb. 4. — It i.s believod Iho 
govornment lias ncceptod the evidoneo 
of llie men i'n{»aged in the Pliroiii.x 
park plot. The ranger of the park lua 
re.sigued and is under police protec- 
tion. 

It is not sure that they can identify 
more than two prisoners. There was 
n hitch in the signaling along tlio park 
at the time sf the murders, caused by 
one of the men apjiointed to signal 
ni'gh^cting to waive liis handkerchief. 
It is believed this man has been killed 
because of supposed treachery. 

Dublin, Feb. 3. — James Carey, 
member of the city corporation; Jo- 
si^ph Brady, stonecutter ; Edward 
O'Brien, shoemaker ; Edward McAll- 
ery, van driver; Peter Carey, mason. 
V. Lawrenco Hanion, carpenter; Peter 
Dodge Doyle, coach builder, and Tiaio- 
tliy Kelly, coach builder, eight of the 
men recf-iitly arrested here, were 
charged at the investigation to-day 
with the murder of Lord Cavendish 
and Burke in Phmni.x park. A wit- 
ni'ss, named Fitz Siinraons, identified 
I'onncilior C'arey as being connected 
with tho conspiracy, Fitz Simmons 
deposed he rented a room in South 
Cumberland street from Janips Carey ; 
ho discovered in a loft of the house 
the two knives and rifle which were 
jiroducod after Carey's arrest. 

Great excitement was visible among 
tiie occupants of the densely crowded 
courtroom when the prisoners were 
placed on (he dock. There was a pain- 
ful pause when witness Fit/. Siinraons 
was called. The j>rifionera in the 
meantime shook hands with each other 
and joked among themaelvea, and nod- 
ded to their friends. 

The reading of the charges, that the 
prisoners did feloniously kill and slay 
Cavendish and Burke, was greeted by 
the prisoners with loud laugiiter. 

Brady, O'Brien and McAffrey were 
identified as the persons seen near the 
hcene of the tragedy on the day of its 
occurrence. 

Fitz Simmons was severely cross-ex- 
amined. His wife also identified 
O'Brien and Brady. Ceo. G. Odden, 
the park ranger, identified Brady as 
one of thn five men on the car tlie|even- 
iiig of the murder, and was driving 
furiously. Powell identified Brady 
and iloAfTrey as lurking under the 
trees in the evening. 

As each prisoner was identified 
tlieri. were loud exclamations in the 
court roorn, and the magistrate threat- 
ened to have it cleared. 

Powell, after passing the men, met 
Burke, driving on the main road in a 
car. 

There was considerable comniotron 
when all the prisoners v/ere placed on 
the dock and renmnded. 

Dublin, Feb. t. — Over one hundred 
persons susjiected of connection with 
secret organizations have fled from the 
city, but it is believed they have not 
yet succeeded in quitting the kingdom. 
The police have ten more warrants to 
execute, and search is being made in 
Birmingham, London and Manchester 
for persons against wiioui tiiey have 
been issued. Three informers will bo 
produced to-morrow, or Saturday next, 
if inquiry be adjourned to that day, 
who will give further details concern- 
ing the existence' of a murderous or- 
ganization. 

It is slated the police have discover- 
ed and frustrated a plot to murder 
Judg(! O'Brien on Sunday. 

DiJULiN, Feb. 5. — The investigation 
into the murder conspiracy charges 
was resumed. The court was crowd- 
ed, the officials present showing care- 
ful discrimination in the issuance of 
tickets of admission. Michael Kavan- 
augli, the carman, marched into the 
prisoners' dock between two policemen. 
The new departure caused much specu- 
lation. The prisoner has a lc^v, re- 
treating forehead, a sinister appear- 
ance, and looks anxious and nervous. 
A little girl witness — Ellen Brophy — 
identified Kavanaugh as the driver of 
the car containing the men who in- 
tended to assassinate Field. Besides 
Kavanaugh, Joseph Brady and Timo- 
thy Kelley, were arraigned in connec- 
tion with the attempt to murder Field. 
After the hearing of the evidence 
against the prisoners accused of an at- 
tempt to kill Field, the two Careys, 
two Mullets, "Wheelan, Brady, Kelly 
and Kavanaugh wore charged with 
the murder of Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish and Burke.' The reason the 'in- 
vestigation against Field was taken up, 
wa?. that the authorities intend to com- 
plete the evidence in that case to-day. 
Then the prisoners will bo remanded, 
'i'lio idcntiCeatsoii of KavanQu^h by 



Ellen Brophy was particularly: com- 
plete, - She spoke him 'and' asked 
him whom he was waiting for. She 
saw him when going on messages three 
times in half an hour. Immeiliately 
on her return the tiiird time she heard 
cries of murder and immediately ran 
to the door. By that time there were 
two men besides the drfver on the car. 
A third man wa? just mounting. 
She was able to; ideotifjKi Kavanaugh. 
She was severely cross-examined, but 
never faltered. When Kavanaugh 
was idontitrod he blushed and smiled 
uneasily. Brady, when ho enltjred 
the prisoners' dock, had a swaggering 
manner. Kelley was pale, but deflant 
looking. Janies Mullet laughed when 
the charge concerning the Phoenix 
park nnirdora was read, but nor.e of 
his companions joined him. Much of 
the time was occupied in proving the 
lotting of a largo room in Peter .street 
to Geo. Carey, ostensibly as a reading 
room, Init really for the purpose of 
drilling men. Ho left the room in 
October, 1879.

Old Sol ha.s got 
farunougli on hid nnrlhwnrd march to 
make pnitectoil localities very agrcoabln 
and warm duriiiy aovoral hourH nf tho 
day. Spring bulbs aro waiting for a lie- 
tie loHs frost to jump into bloom; but for- 
tunately oarly fruit buda are atill dor- 
mant. Tho baroniotor for nearly a month 
liaa been unusually hnjh aud altluui^'h 
gonio iiiiiicaiioii.t of aiiou- havobecn ni'tod 
vet so far b as '.linn h.ilf an inch has fr.UoJi 
\n thid city all through tho soaion. It \i\ 
Meldum that skaiing has beun so good o\ 
uf Buch long Continuance and hivt-rB ci 
thin hoalth givitiL', exhiliarating oxcn'i-L- 
bolh ladies and giiuleinen, young and 
old, are luiliziug u to tho fullofit o.'cti'iit. 
In tho interior dilforeneo of altitudu in- 
ciuatieH liio aeverity of tho cidd vory ma- 
terially, still the frost has not boon un- 
uaually aharp and tho absence of heavy 
snow Ecorms-lins contributed not a little 
to tho ccimfurt and well boing of cattlo, 
sheep and other aiiiuial.^. The e.xperi- 
enco of other, and generally coubidored 
inoro favored laiuli, lia.s not been au for- 
tunate. In California oranges have been 
frozen on thy tree.s even in the Buuthern 
portions of tho State. lee and snow have 
been of frequent occurrence in San rrnn- 
cidcu, and sumo distance south at Fresno 
L-onsidoniblo snow foil recently. In 
Colorado the thermometer has rogiBtered 
thirty dogreo.s below zero, while further 
east in latitudis as far south, mercury 
has remainod congoalod for days together. 
On the othjor aide of tho Rpckies the cold 
has ■ been still more intonso. Dakota, 
Iowa, Illinnia, Wisconsin, Minnosuta, 
JlichigiUi. the Northwest, iManiteba and 
all tho e.i.stern provinces have experi- 
enced an nniountof coklaltogether unpre- 
cedented. 'Iho immunity this portion 
of British Columbia enjoys from the ex- 
troinea of heat aa well as cold, should bo 
a powerful inducement to intending emi- 
grants to decide in favor of tho Pacifio 
province. 13ut when to the salubrity and 
equability of cliinato are added no infin- 
ite variety of valuable resources, agrii-ul 
tural, mining, lumberinf; and iishing, tliu- 
wonder is that ten times tho number of 
people and a luindred times the amount 
of capital have not long ago founds home 
and an investment on ihi.-i .lide tlio Rocky 
mountains north of the 40lh parallel. A 
few drops of the shower r.ro coming, how- 
ever, and sooner perhaps than many ex- 
pect another tide of immigration will set 
in; and unlike the great intlu.x of twenty 
years ago, it will assist in developing our 
resources and building up una of the tinest 
and richest of all tlio provinces. 

RAILUAy CARS. 

Tho frequency with which railway car.M 
take fire alter an accident, and tho dilli- 
culty which pa.^sellgcta havo in e:icap- 
ing from them, call for some modifica- 
tion in their construction on tho part of 
railway cunipanie.-i and car builders. The 
doors on these occasions seem to be use- 
less, and are inorco\or as a rule carefully 
guarded liy tho s'"vp/<, tho upsetting of 
whicil usually sots the car on fire. When 
a Crtr upset there aro unly tho winflows 
on one side left to csca[)0 from, which do 
not present a very ready means of e.\it,a3 
under Bueh ciicuinstanccs tliey are gen- 
erally uiiinovalile. and if bndion pre.sent 
the edge:-! lit tin- fractm-od gla^s on all 
fiid. s. It i.H moreover only people iiiulor 
a certain ni/.o that can escape by these 
wiiid(iw,-i at all; and the results are often 
of the most hoartreiidiiig description. It 
■would not require any great amount of 
invention to remedy this state of things, 
and the inc^nt cunveiiiont place f(rr exit 
Would be llio rai.sed portion of the roof, a 
largo portion at least of the covering of 
which, might bo so fitted eo that it would 
fall dtf ill the ca^e of a car being upKet, or 
else might be pUHlied iifl'. This would 
at once lot out the smuke and enable the 
jiassengera to 'jsciipe, a privilege which is 
now in a great iiieasure denied them. 
Sydney Smith used to say, that railway 
accidcnta in England would never cease 
until a bishop had been killed, and it is 
probable that if a palace car full of direc- 
tors and oUicials came to grief and barely 
escapiul with their lives, thoy would fool 
a keoiier appruciutioii of tho horrible 
aituatioiis iii which so many railway pas 
aengera have perished on their linos.

British Cidiiiiibia is notably a great 
mineral countiy, the reanurcos of wlii(.-h 
lie almost totally iiodovoliiped. 

There are mineral indications abound- 
ing everywhere, both on Vancouver Is- 
hind and the Mainland; how much has 
been done towurds prospecting tlioiii? 

This country presents many difficulties 
to the mineral seeker not found in other 
countries, owing to its extremely moun- 
tainous nature and the heavy growth of 
timber found everywhere. 

The difficulties encountered are so great 
that its mineral resources must remain 
for many yo.irs a dead letter unless every 
encouragement is jdveii to tho bcdd proa- 
pector, who travels through tho dense 
thick iinneigrowth "f the foruat.s and 
climbs the ragged inouiitaina in searcli of 
those hidden treasures that will some day 
bring Untold milllima to the province. 

The establishment of an assay otfico for 
tho analysis of all mineral ores in con- 
nection with a prospecting party would 
bo a great boon to the country, and I 
trust tliat onr new govurumeut, amongit 
tho many other urgent mattars at present 
before them, will t'^etliis their careful 
consideration.

Ho saw a boat put 
cjtf from the shore, but it was capsized 
before they g,)t to tho wrock, and after 
being washed atiiore they righted the 
boat and made tho attempt a second time 
with li)^o result Tho sua was so lieavy 
that no boat such na was there could do 
any good. Capt. Hill saw five men on 
the f(jreyard. . The names of tho boat's 
crow that did such heroic di^eds in trying 
to save the men on tho wreck were Brock- 
man, Dexter, Parsons, Bi-eoli- and one of 
the. ship's crew, and they deserve great 
cre dit for their heroic ell'orts to save life 
under tho ailvursu circumstances in which 
thoy were placed by not having a boat 
that was suitible for such work in such a 
sea aa was running at the tinm. 

As Ca[)t. Hill Could do notliing to ren- 
der any assistance niih the tug ho then

3.— On Wed- 
nesday afternoon when tho first news of 
tha nrreck of tho Tacoma was received 
here, requiring assistance of the life boat 
to rescue tho ineu then on the wreck, a 
crow of oiglit men voluntuered thoir ser- 
vices and proceeded that night, after 
dark, to tho life .laving station at Cape 
Gregory, a distiince iri in iiere of alu.ui 9 
milos, were tliey arrived ab.uit 11 o'clock 
that night and inforiiied tlic keeper of the 
station of tho wreck; that they Ciime as a 
volunteer crew; lli.-it tho steam tug Es- 
cort No. 2 would be otf the stati'ui at 
daylight to take tlicin t(j the wreck, and 
ihoy were uiidi-r the direction of the said 
life .saving st.ation. They proceeded to 
put tho boat in condition for the trip and 
launched her, and with the keeper in 
charge went about two mih^s to sea, to 
practice the crew in pulling the boat, and 
thoii pulled tho boat back to the station; 
and when a short lime after, tho tug Es- 
cort arrived oti' the station to take them 
to tlie wreck, tho keeper of tho station 
refused to go; or allow the men to take 
tho bout. Three of tho men then got a 
small boat fr.Jin the lij^htliouse keeper, 
and wont olf to tho tog Escort, anil in- 
formed Captain Magee that the keeper 
Would not go, or lut the boat go. His 
only excuse for such conduct was that he 
would not-' go without an experienced 
crow. As tho tu.t; would not be able to 
render ui.y aasistanco without the lifeboat 
Captain Magee caino back to Empire 
City. 

Capt. Hill, of tho tug Fcarlftus, return- 
nd from the wruck t., d.iy. Ho thinks 
that if tho lifeboat and tho gun for throw- 
ing lines had been at the place of tho dis- 
aster on tho day that the volunteer crow 
svuiit to the station for tho boat, all those 
lost on the lU-fatod Tacoma would have 
been saved. 

While on iho beach some of tho men 
f.)und two bodies winch appeared to have 
soino warmth. If the foremast had stood 
two hours longer Caiitain Hill, of the 
Fearless, thinks all might have boon 
saved tli.-.l w.nc Iho f,iroyanl, if not 
ilroady dead froui e.i.p,)-<uru. 

Captain Hill with all hands then re- 
turned to Oardiilur and buried Mr.Grant. 
Ho would have brought all who wore res- 
cued down to Enipiro City, but they 
wanted. to stop iiiiil bury thoir shipmates;
